Prescott (Ariz.), Feb. 26,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The two prospectors who 
arrived from the upper Walnut Grove dam 
give a thrilling account of their experiences, 
They are brothers and their names are 
Moses and Robert Moore. They are Scotch- 
men, and recently arrived here from the 
Colorado, When found they were engaged 
in cleaning fish for their supper, stating 
that they had secured enough fish from the 
wreck of the dam to last them ever since 
the disaster. Many of them were found 80 
feet above the level of the creek on the sides 
of the biuffs. The brothers say they are the 
last two men who ever made the journey 
alive between the two daus. 

THROUGH THE ILL-FATED VALLEY, 

“We came up to the Hassayampa,” one 
of the brothers 8 id, from Wickenburg, 
prospecting atl along the river. We left 
9 five days previous to the disas- 
ter. We pasged several parties on the way 
who were prospecting, and who must have 
inevitably been lost. Three nights pre- 
vious to the flood we camped with three 
men near the lower dam. They had a 
freighting outfit, consisting of several ani- 
mals, and we afterward learned the men 
had esc ped, but lost their outfit of ani- 
mais, wagons, clothing and everything. 
They had been compelled to cross the river 
87 times between the two dams. In some 
places it was waist deep. We were two 
d ys coming from the lower to the uppe 
dum. ‘The last night, which was Wedues- 
day, we camped about a mile below ;

with three men named Fenshaw, Packer 
and “Frenchy.” Un Thursday it riined 
heavily, and we came direct to the Walnut 
Grove dum, camping on the company’s 
bank house, On Friday morning the water 
in the dam was rising at the rate of 18 
inches an hour, with all the sluices open.

A DRUNKEN MESSENGER, 

“At 8 o’clock in the afternoon Supt. 
Brown, seeing that the dam must inevitably 
go, sent a messenger to the lower dam to 
notify the people of the danger, but he 
stopped at a saloon on the road, and, 
coming intoxic ted, failed to deliver his 
message, returning to the wreck of the dam 
next morning. The feeling against him 
was so strong there that he immediately 
left. Another messenger was sent at 8 80 
in the evening, but owing to darkness — 
the fury of the storm he could m ke bu 
slow progress, and was overtaken — 
drowned by the flood just as he neared the 
lower camp. Supt. Brown camped at the 
dam all night and watched the irresistible 
progress of the flood, but was powerless to 
do more than he bad already done, 

THE DAM GIVES WAY. 

“We had gone to sleep, but about 12 
o’clock we were awakened by Brown call- 
ing to his foreman, Mr, Dwyer, ‘Get up, 
Phil, Lthink the dam has broken,’ Soon 
afterward there was @ tremendous roar 
which was perfectiy indescribabie, and we 
arose and ldoklug out saw the water rushing 
out of the dam. Inside of two hours the 
water had 8 entirely from where 
it was from sixty to ninety feet deep. 
Dwyer took « lantern and worked bis way 
down along the precipitous eliffs of the 
river about a mile, where a camp of miners 
bad been located. His light attracted the 
attention of a man named Francis M.

CALLED FOR HELP. 

“Dwyer could not see him in the darkness, 
and it being impossible to reach him he re- 
turned tothe dam, and we two, accompanied 
by a Mexican and an Italian, provided with 
ropes, went down to rescue him. We re- 
mained there until daylight without being 
able to reach him. At daylight we could 
see him away upon the side of the hill. 80 
feet above the r.ver, among the brush, 0 
called and metioned to him to come down 
to the stream. We threw a rope to him, 
but he was afraid to risk crossing with 
it. He had nothing but his underclothes 
on and his feet were bare and all eut and. 
bruised from climbing among the rocks. We 
tied matches to a stone and threw them 
to him, when he built a fire and warmed 
himself. when we motioned to him to ge up 
the steam, which he did, and was assisted 
across the w.ters and provided with cioth- 
ing. He stated that, while he and his part- 
ners had previously been afraid the dam 
would break, they felt no fear whatever 
this time and ‘nad gone to bed feeling se- 
eure. During the night they were 
awakened by a sound as if some one had 
thrown a handful of stones against the 
cabin. He heard one of his partners jump 
out of bed and exclaim: 

Mv Gop! WHAT 18-THAT?’ 
And never saw or heard anything of them 
afterward, ‘The next moment he was lifted 
against the roof of the cabin, and he caught 
hold of the rafters. The water formed an 
eddy where the cabin stood in a little cave, 
and the cabin was raised to the surface, and 
atter floating areund in this eddy fora 
while, the roof was struck by a big wave 
and driven in. against the. biuff, when he 
seized some bushes and drauged himself 
out of the water, and rushed up the side of 
the hill. over the sharp and broken rocks, 
with all possible speed. He called and 
called for his partners, but the only answer 
that came back to him was the thundering 
roar of the torrent.”

COMPROMISED. 


THE THREATENED CABLE ROAD 
STRIKER AVERTED. 


A Conference Between Supt. Rob- 
inson and a Committee of Em- 
ployees Results in an Adjust- 
ment of All Difficulties—Is That 
Order Withdrawn? 


The differences between the em- 
ployés of the cable company and Super- 
intendent J. C. Robinson, which bore 
a threatening aspect yesterday morn- 
ing, have been settled for the present 
by a compromise. This was reached 
yesterday afternoon by the Superin- 
tendent and a conference committee 
appointed on behalf of the union. 

It was daylight before the union ad- 
journed yesterday morning, but most 
of the men were on hand at the vari- 
ous power-houses when the time for 
their cars to start came around, and 
the road ran smoothly throughout the 
day. 

The threatened strike was the gen- 
eral subject of conversation about 
town yesterday, and when Supt. Robin- 
son arrived at his office he was con- 
fronted by a crowd of applicants for 
positions, and in a short time there 
were sufficient names down to equip 
the road with twice the necessary force 
of gripmen and conductors. 

Members of the union were very 
reticent as to the decision reached at 
the meeting, and could not be inauced 
to state the pioposal their committee 
would make to Mr. Robinson. From 
some it was learned that the bone of 
contention was a special order issued 
intendent, in which he re- 
quested the resignation before March 
Ist of every gripman and conductor 
who persisted in rataining member- 
ship in the organization.

5 Net walk enough, and our con- 
stitutions show it. Southern Califor- 
nia is a delightful place—the paradise 
of thestroller—yet we rarely hear of our 
young men walking overto Pomona. A 
walking trip from here to Pala Mission 
would be a delight at this time of the 
year. The first night you would sleep 
at the East San Gabriel Hotel, having, 
if you are a newcomer, investigated 
the San Gabriel Mission, the old Indian 
homes in the vicinity. The next day 
you lunch at Puente, take a look at 
the oil wells, and in the afternoon pass 
some quaint old ranches, and finally 
arrive in Pomona for dinner, if you 
are a good walker. Here at the Palo- 
mares you stop a day or two, investi- 
gate the famous Chino Ranch and the 
new beet industry, thatis taking root 
there. The next day you stroll on to 
Ontario, take a run up the long drive, 
enjoy a picnic in the Sierra Madres, 
and then begin a somewhat tiresome 
walk of 25 miles to San Bernardino, 


This is the most monotonous part of the 


tramp, being across a desert-like area, 
though green and beautiful. If you 
care to make twenty or thirty miles a 
day, San Bernardino is reached that 
night, and a day or two can 
be well spent here.

SPRECKELS ON THE BEET. 


Directions for Planting and Oulti- 
vating the Sugar-beet Seed. 

Preparation of the Ground.—Instruc- 
tions for this purpose may be briefl 
summarized as follows: Plow the soil 
from ten to twelve inches deep very 
early in the spring, and it is better to 
do this twice than once. This can best 
be done by two successive plowings 
‘with an ordinary plow. A rich soil 
should be plowed a few inches deeper 
(say 14 inches deep) than a mere flat 
soil with poor subsoil. The plowing 
should be followed by passing a heavy 
iron-toothed harrow over the ground in 
order to pulverize the soil as much as 
ossible, An iron roller must be passed 
over the ground so as to equalize the 
surface and break the clods, when the 
soil is of such a character as to render 
this necessary. | 

Sowing the seed.—The seed should be 
sown early in the month of March. 
Before sowing it must be soaked in 
water for 12 hours, but .the water 
should be allowed to drain off before 
the seed is used. It should be buried 
at a depth of from one to one and one- 
half inches, but in very rich soil not 
deoper than one inch. The rows must 
be from twelve to fifteen inches apart 
from each other, accordine to the 
quality of the soil. In the row the dis- 
tance between each beet varies from 
six to eight inches. 


A lesser distance 


between the beets gives small and 
sweet beets, which are difficult to pre- 
serve. One acre requires six pounds 
of sugar-beet seed. 
Hoeiny and Heaping.—As soon as the 
seed is growing up, which takes from 
ten to fourteen days in wot soil, and 
several weeks in a dry soil, the first 
hoeing or heaping should begin. The 
second hosing follows the thinning out 
of the beets, and the last hoeing occurs 
some four weeks later. When the 
rows are visible a horse-hoe is run 
lightly across the fleid between the 
rows and this would be difficult if the 
regularity of the rows was imperfect. 
One horse-hoe with two hoes will work 
about three acres every day. 
Thinning.—The thinning out of the 
beets in a row should begin when the 
beet root arrives at the thickness of 
one-sixth of an inch, then all the beets 
except the largest, which are placed 
six inches apart from each other in the 
row are removed. If they are grown 
too wide apart on good land, the beets 
grow larger, but are poor in sugar. On 
the other hand, if they are planted too 
close to each other the roots are rich in 
sugar, but remain small. In either 
case the value of the roots is less than 


both extremes are avoided. Bects 


that are too small are very difficult to 
vs and those that are too large 
ose in sugar. One row in each acre 
should be left untouched, or only 
thinned, in case of any injury to the 
crop. This row is beld as a reserve 
until the beet root becomes half an 
— thick, when all danger is at an 
end. 

Transplanting.—Should it be neces- 
sary to transplant beets from the row 
reserved, this should be done witha 
wooden borer, great care being taken 
not to injure the young roots when 
taking them up and transplanting 
them. This last operation is often 
performed by means of a transplanter, 
an instrument especially made for that 
purpose.

—good, bad or indifferent—would be 
quickly traced to its source and place 
where it belonged. If anybody made 
the nicest. most delicious butter in 
the country, and gave 32 ounces for a 
two-pound roll, the public would soon 
find it out; while the man who has a 
r article and swindles 25 per cent. 
n the weight would have to take a 
back seat. This seems an ideal way of 
putting the producer squarely on his 
merits, and giving him the fullest pos- 
sible reward for his labor.
